streets for hours, stoning and 
burning. Two wero killed and 
moro than 40 reported wounded. 

The British opened fire around 
the legs of the demonatratora to 
disperse the crowd of about 600 
which Major John Shopes said 
hurled stones at the paratroopers, 
British armoured cara and soldiers 
then ringed the city square, 

The rioters set government 
buildings afire and stoned police. 

The strect rioting broke out 
during the 12-hour genoral strike 
ealled by the Jews in protest 
against the new Britioh proposals 
| for settling the Palestino problem.

Macao 
Again In 
An Upset 


(From Our Own Correspondent) 
MACAO, NOV. 16, 

SUPPRESSED EXCITEMENT 
AGAIN PREVAILS IN MACAQ 
FOLLOWING THE REPURTED 
REFUSAL OF THE MACAO 
AUTHORITIES TO CGuMPLY 
WITH A DEMAND MADE BY 
COMMUNIST GUBRILLA 
OVER THE BORDER FO 
THE SURRENDBR OF ALB 
CHINESE PUPPBTS AND 
JAPANESE NATIONALS NOW 
IN CUSTODY HERD. 

Refusal is stated to bo based on 
the Macao contention that, while 
willing to surrender these in 
dividuala in accordance with the 
Potsdam Declaration, they muab 
remain for the present in Macno. 

Tho Communists are reported 
to have replied that they will 
come themselves and get them. 

As o result, a “stato of preven- 
tlon” prevail, ond pickets of 
police are patrolling the streets 
armed with Thompson guns. 

Tho Portuguese sloop “Afonso 
Albuquerque” {fs oxpected within 
48 hours bringing 800 Portuguesa 
European troops from Timor, and 
this will be followed shortly by the 
arrival of the sloop “Bartholomea 
Dinos”.

A MACAO COMPLAINT 


Sir,--Some time ite a Notice 
was posted up at H.B.M, Cun- 
sulate Macau, and also advertised 
in the English Edition of the 
“Kenascimento,” warning members 
of the public against returning to 
Hong Kong without permission 
and pointing out that those who 
disregarded this Notice would be 
reported to tho Hong Kong 
Goyernmant and pogalised. * 

In direct contravention of this 
Nottce, a large number of persons 
who depended on H.B.M. Consul 
for relef during the war, have 
returned to Hong Kong without 
permission from H.B.M. Consul 
after drawing their month’s sub- 
sidy, It is understood, that most 
of these people have secured good 
jobs with the British Military 
‘Administration or with civilian 
concerns. 

As the conduct of the indivi- 
duals concerned in returning to 
Hong Kong without permission 
and ogainst the orders of H.B.M. 
Consul amounts to an infringe- 
ment of orders promulgated by 
H.B.M. Consul and to o breach of 
the provisions of the Immigration 
Control Ordinance 1940, It is 
hoped that tho British Military 
Administration will take ateps to 
check up on ‘all those who have 
returned to Hong Kong from 
Macsit’ and who drow relief from 
H.B.M. Consul, to ascertain whe- 
ther or not they are in possession 
of the necessary Permit from 
H.B.M. Consul to re-enter Hong 
Kong. In particular, stops should 
be taken by the Epecial Branch 
Civil Affairs (Police) against 
those who, knowing about the 
existence of H.B.M. Consul at 
Macau, did not proceed there in 
the beginning, but preferred to 
stay behind in Hong Kong and 
work, of their own free will and 
accord, for tho Japanese until 
things became too hot for them 
in Hong Kong. People of. the 
latter class had no compunction 
in making false ataitenments —w 
concealing from H.B.M. Consul 
their Japnnese connections when 
avplying to H.B.M. Consul for 
relic.

A CHINESE REPLIES 


Sir,—May 1 clarify 4 fow points 
of prime importance with regard 
to my classificatioh of Chinese 
who aro decont or otherwise. 

In China to-day, with tha capi- 
tulation of the enemy, everybody 
has an equal opportunity to deye- 
lop his trade and industry, and 
there is no longer the existance 
of any restriction that may im- 
pede his legitimate progress. If 
any educated Chinese will be as 
resourceful as those Iliterate and 
shabbily—dressed — pediars that 
supply the things necded by the 
visiting seamen, he needs no 
longer to grumble about his scanty 
salary from his foreign omployer. 
It is absolutely useless to cam- 
plain of anf caso of dissatisfaction 
with people who are not au- 
thorized to remedy any complaint, 
nor is it within the redson of 
common sense for Asiatics to ex- 
pect similar fair treatment from 
foreign employers as in the case 
of thelr nationala, When Japa- 
nese were in control of. Hongkong, 
they committed the same pre- 
judice In addition to tho restric- 
tion of personal movement and 
the preference of issuing import 
and oxport permits to thelr own 
nationals, AN the Japanese civi- 
lians received more rations of rice 
and other foodstuffs, —_ whilo 
Chinese and other nationals got 
barcly enough to feed the stomach. 
In Hongkong it was lucky that 
they wero allowed the ration. of 
6.4 ounce of rice per day while 
in-Chungaan villages, the home of 
our National Father Dr. Sun Yat- 
ren, tho peasants only were en- 
titled to the ration of 4 ounces per 
day, barely suffictont even to feed 
Hn dog. 

New with tho Iberation * of 
‘Hong Kong, tho new Government, 
foreign as it is, has really been 
doing something that has never 
beon thought of by our national 
leaders retroceding ths occupied 
zones of Qhina, that is, to luce 
tho cost of ‘rice to 20 cents per 
catty, and to serve free hof rice 
to the dostitato that used to 
snatch food from pedestrians dur- 
ing tho Japanese rulo.
